Without Indulglng In further Invidl-
ous comparisons it is pertinent in this
connection to point out the demoralize
Ing eMect produecd by the regal salaries
that arve being pald by our leading cor-
porntions to offleers and attorneys,

Not muny years ago George W, Me-
Creary resigned his positlon as United
Ntates clrenit court judge to accept the
general attorneyship of the Santa Foe
road. Asked why be had glven up a
life position for a place as corporation
counsel, he replied:

“1 could not afford to do otherwise on
account of my family. 1 would like to
have continued on the bench, but could
not afford to reject an appolntment that
guarnutees me 825,000 a yeur when the
position I hold only pays $4,000 o year."

80 one of the most Incorruptible and
fearless judges that ever served in this
section was lost to the publie service,
And the ease of Judge MceCreary {8 not
un isolated one. Few men of  high
standing at the bar can afford to serve
the state or the natlon when great cor-
porations are willing to pay salarles
many times Inrger than the state and
the natlon deems sufficient for Its pub-
le men,

With the multiplication of trusts and
corporate comblinations, which set the
pace for men of executive ability and
talent, the contrast between public em-
ploywent and corporate employment 1s
becoming more marked and the gap be-
twoeen the pay of skilled mechunies em-
ployed in the various branches of Indus-
try and the favored few who control
their operations Is growing constantly
wider.

The question is naturally forced upon
us: Can the tuxpayers of the country
koeep pace with the monarchs of indus-
try by raisiug the salaries of publie offi-
cers 1o correspond with those of cor-
porate managers, or are the affairs of
the country to be abandoned to the con-
trol of thivd, fourth and even fifth-class
men, while the corporntions absorb
those of superior abllity ¥ Must publie
office in the future be a badge of in-
ferlority rather than a badge of honor?
Must men who desire to gratify thelr
nwmbltion in publie life relinguish all
hope of maintulning a social position
equal to that occupled by the favored
nttaches of millionaire syndicates?

RECIPROCITY SENTIMENT GROWING.

There appears to be uo doubit that the
sentiment In favor of commereinl rec-
iprocity I8 growing and that there will
be o much stronger pressure in behalf
of this policy upon the next congress
than there was upon the lnst. The New
York correspondent of the Philadelphla
Press says  that the predominating
opinlon In the more important commer-
elal elreles 1s not only In favor of the
ratitication of reciprocity trenties, but
I8 in fact so strongly set In that direc-
tion that there may be formal and
urgent appeals made to the senate next
winter by representatives of some of
these commercial  interests, It s
further sald that not only in New York,
but In some states that are even more
rellably republican, a sentiment Is rap-
Idly growlug, not only awmong men
whose vocation 8 polities but among
those who are engaged in  Industrial
pursuits, that the time I8 at hand when
the republican party must either sub-
mit to an attack upon fts protective
polley, an attack that might assume
dungerous proportions, or else must
consent to such modification of that pol-
ley as I8 to be digeovered In reciprocity
AETrocments,

There nppears to he no doubt that
President MeKinley regards the carry-
ing out of the rociprocity polley as of
vital Importance to the extenslon of our
foreign trade. This was plainly implied
in his allusions to the subject on his
journey to the Pacific coast. The obvi-
ous inference from his utterances is that

Senntors who yielded to
this opposition are changing their minds
and it is not doubted that some of them
will be found favoring that policy at
the next sesslon,

OTHER OBSTACLES IN THE WAY,

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty Is not the
only ohgtacle to be overcome hefore the
United States can proceed with o free
hand In the ecopstruction of an inter
oceanie canal, Referving to the oplnton
of ex-Secretary Foster that the thme has
come when the highest interests of our
country and the maintenance of the
Monroe doctrine require that the Clay
ton-Bulwer treaty shonld be torminated
by act of congress, the New York Jour-
nal of Commerce remarks that hie does
not stop to Inquire what, nfter thoat has
been doue, would be the relation of this
country  toward the obligatlons into
which It has entered for the joint new-
teallzation of o canal across the lsth
wius of Panninn.

That paper says: “The Hay-Pannce
the ambliguitios of the Clayton-Bolwer
treaty should be swept away ol the
general principle of nentralization es-
tablished In article vill of that conven-
tlom preserved. It Is not at all plain
that the position would be stmplided
by leaving the construction of a caual
by the United States free from any
treaty  stipulations whatever between
ourselves and Great Beitnin, The pe
publles of Nlearagua and Costa Rlea
have bound themselves by treaty  to
give certaln rights In any canal cons
structed throngh thelr twrritory 1o the
shipping of most of the marithne pow-
ers of Europe, atd the theory of absos
lute American coutrol wouldd seein o
require that these, too, should e de-
nounced. Io short, the Cluyton-Bulwer
trenty s only part of n mass of inter-
national obligations of which we must
tike due account In dealing with the
status of a trapsisthmian canal” The
Journal of Commeree suggests that it
would In every account be safer and
more honorable for our government to
proceed with more deltberation in this
matter than the majority of the popular
branch of congress hns shown a disposl-
tlon to do and there are Indleatlons
that this view Is far more lurgely en-
tertained than It was when this subject
wis before congress,  There now seems
to be a very favorable prospect that
when the eannl question comes before
the next congress it will receive more
ratlonal digeussion than marked 1ts con-

slderntion in the [ast congress.

IS THE MONROE DOCTRINE IN DANGER?

Senator Lodge Is n most earnest and
persistent champlon of the Monroe doce-
trine. He never omits an opportunity
to impress upon the minds of the Amer-
fean people the necessity and duty of
firmly malntaining that doetrine and to
warn the natlons of the old world that
any attempt to contravene it will be
at their peril, In his address at Buf-
falo last Monday, the occaslon being
pecullarly  auvspiclous, the Massachu-

sotts senator had much to say concern-.

ing the doctrine enunciated by Presl-
dent Monroe aud what he said hoas re-
celved conslderable attentlon, as 1t waell
deserves coming from so able and dls-
tinguished a member of the Unlted
States senate, who will very likely be
the chalrman of the forelgn relations
committes of that body.

Speaking to the representatives of
South and Central Amerlea at the Buof-
falo exposition, Mr. Lodge urged them
to “stand by us In the unswerving main-
tenance of the Monroe doetrine.” He
declared that “under no pretense can
woe of the Amerlcan hemisphere suffer
Burope to enter In and establlsh colo-
nies or seek to partition Central or
South Ameriea. We cannot, we will
not,” he went on to say, “permit any
great military power to enter this hem-
{aphere, settle down by our firesides,
forece us to create great standing armies
and from some polut of vantuge offer
nn eternnl menace to our peace, No
power which now has no foothold in
this hemisphere can be permitted to
come In here and by purchase, lease or
other arrangement get control of even
the smallest island for the purpose of
establishing n naval station or a place
of arms." All of which, It Is needless
to say, will have the unanimous, hearty
and unqualified endorsement of the
American people,

But 1s there any real danger of any
FEuropean power attempting to contra-
vene the Monroe doctrine as suggested
by Senator Lodge? He thinks there 18
and he declared that the danger “can-
not be warded off by brave words, by
Fourth of July orations or by confident
boasting of our strength and resources,
It can only be avolded by a thorough
agreement among all American states
upon the Monroe doctrine and by un-
ceasing watchfulness, cowmplete prep-
aration and the most absolute readiness
on the part of the United States,” An
agreement upon the Monroe doctrine by
the republica of this hemisphere {s un-
questionably desirable, but we do not
believe there Is any substantial ground
for the apprehension expressed by Mr.
Lodge. He evidently had in mind re-
ported deslgns of Germany, but that
government has disclalmed any such
designs. It 18 not seeking a naval sta-
tion in this hemisphere and so far as
the nlleged German colonization In
Brazil {s concerned that eountry can
safely be left to look after It and pro-
tect Brazillan interests, Germony may
not think well of the doetrine that
would exclude her from this hem!-
sphere, but she will not attempt to defy
| it. Nor will any other Buropean power

alone and a ecombination of thew
against that doctrine (8 next to 'mpos
sible,

Louls devoted most of Its attention to
the guestion of methods of statistieal
observation. If these conventlons pro-
duece a greater uolformity in the scope
of facts and fgures gathered together
by these bureaus for the varlous states
that will enuble comparlsons to be made
for the purpose of demonstrating the
relative efficlency of Industrial legisla-
tlon In various states they will accom-
plish some good.

An attempt han been made to  group
the large rallroad systems of the country
in view of the recent progreds of the “*com-
munity of Intorest” (dea. The Harrimane
Kuhn, Loosh & o, group Neures a totsl
mileage of 200,245 and easlly leads. The
Morgnn group has 19,075 miles and the
Northern Pacifie-C., 1, & Q. group has 185,-
Many think of the latter as a
Morgan combination, and 'f s6 we have
35,026 miles under that control. The Vane
derbilt group hae 12,517 miles, the 'ennsvle
vatila 18,220 and the Gould 18,054, If the
7808 miles of the Atehison be added to
the Pennaylvania there s a total of 26,028
miles. In the tabulation the St Paul, the
Rock lalapd und the Loulsville & Nashville
are consldered separately Together they
have 15,041 miles and doubtless will  land
ultimately among the various combines

In effoct, less than six groups of owners

ship now control considerably over 100,«
000 miles of rallroad and are lkely to
coptrol more.
